Ernest says that 
First came to the Piersou home and 
pleaded long for his mother to go back 
to the farm w^ith him. 


Edward and Homer Pierson will also 
be asked to tell of First's visit to their 
house in an effort to induce Mrs. Kel- 
ler to retui'n with him. 


Will Summon Neighbors. 
Neighbors of F'irst will be called in 
to tell of the general conduct of the

daj-, a few hours before the crime. 


Mistreated Children. 
According to neighbors of First, the 
Huntington county 
farmer often mis- 
treated liis six children whose welfare 
seems to be his only soiu-ce of worry 
since 
Jiis 
coniinement 
in the county 
jail. 


"Work" was his motto. 
His children 
\vcre called upon to employ moat of 
their spare time out of school in tasks 
on the farm. First was either all kind- 
ness or verging on a demon in his at- 
titude towards the children. 


J'irst seem^ed much devoted to his first 
wife. Their life on the well-kept farm, 
which was rented from Henry Crawford, 
was a liappy state. 


J'irst treated Mrs. Keller well while 
slie remained there. 
He took her son, 
Ernest, in as a member of the family. 
It was because of the home afforded her 
sou that ]\Ir3. Keller remained for two 
years on the farm M-ith First, it 
is 
claimed. 


Mrs. Keller said the work expected of 
her was too much for one woman. She 
told her attornej's that her health was 
being broken by the constant labor and 
that she was forced to leave tlie place. 
First never took into consideration the 
amount of work he heaped on her, she 
said. 


Never Been the Same. 


In speaking of Urst, a neighbor Avho 
lias known the man for many 
years 
made the following remark: 
"Cliarlej^ 
has never been himself since his wife 
died. 
The changes were most noticeable 
in the way he managed his farm. While 
she was living he kept everything about 
the place in good order and worked his 
farm as Avell as any one could have done, 
but since her death the whole place has 
gone to the dogs." 


Deputy 
Prosecutor 
John 
Hoffman 
thinks there is strong probability that 
i'irst will be sent to the electric chair, 
even if a jury of twelve men is de- 
manded by First's attorney, who will be 
Herbert Somers, the county lawj'cr for 
the poor. 


"I believe that twelve men can be 
made to see tiiat the law shoiild take its 
course in this case, regardless of their 
little whims," 
Hoffman 
said, JYiday. 
"The law is plain. 
For premeditated 
murder it sets out the death penalty. 
First was not crazy when he killed Mrs. 
Keller. 
He was angry. 
He thought at 
first that he could kill the woman and 
not be found out. 
He deserves 
the 
death penalty." 


But juries of Allen county have been 
reluctant to impose the death penalty 
on those charged with murder, although 
the severest punishment has been plead- 
ed for many times. 


But Three Death Penalties. 
In the history of Allen county there 
have 
been but 
three men. who 
were 
given the death penalty.' 


The last case was that of 
Samuel 
McDonald, thirty-three years ago. 
He 
was convicted of first degree murdej and 
sentenced to be hanged, 
ilxecution took 
place inside of a high barrier, just back 
of the court house. 


Fort Wayne was stirred by the sen- 
sational trial and execution of the man. 
Thousands thronged about the jail at 
the hour when McDonald was hanged, 
but less than 300 were admitted to Avit- 
ness the execution.

Judge Samuel Hench was judge of the 
criminal court in which McDonald was 
convicted, after days of legal battle.

Cii^cumstaotial Evidence. 
McDonald 
was convicted 
of 
killing 
Louis Laurent, a Frenchman, early in 
1883. 
McDonald never confessed to the 
crime and 
only 
strong circumstantial 
evidence caused his conviction. 


Laurent was found dead in his little 
cabin near Areola. 
Suspician fell on 
McDonald, who 
was 
known 
to have 
quarreled with I>«.urent and who was 
last seen with him. 
Tracks about the 
cabin were the shape of shoes worn hy 
McDonald. 


When the crowd gathered at the cabin 
after Laurent's body was found, Mc- 
Donald was aijong the number. Sheriff 
Schiefer turned the body over as it lay 
on the 
floor. 
McDonald peering in at 
the window said, "I thought he layed 
on his face." 


That statement convicted McDonald. 
It was introduced in the case.after hours 
of legal fencii^. 


Still H«s Instructions. 
Judge Hench still has the copy of in- 
structions he read to the jury after

was 
heard. 
McDonald

found guilty and sentenced to be hai^^^ed. 
Execution was set for ,1 o'clock October

The second time ,the trap was sprung 
his body fell so that his toes touched 
the ground. 


When Keefer

destroyed. 


A table showing 
the total shipping 
losses since the war began 
estimates 
those of the entente allies at about 75 
per cent and those of neutrals at nearly 
18 per cent, with Teutonic losses less 
than 7 per cent.

Quest Club Follows in Dis- 
cussion of Paper at 
Noon Luncheon. 


"Handling Ruffled Customers" 
was 
the subject of a paper read Friday noon 
at the weekly luncheon of the Quest 
club at the Commercial club by Charles 
J. Schelmann, treasurer of the Packard 
Piano company. 
Lee J. Nlnde, who 
was to have led in the discussion, could 
not attend, and Don Mungen took his 
place. 


Mr. Mungen read a paper, a part of 
which Is as follows: 
"I recall a small 
booklet of service codes for employes 
Issued by E, M. Statler, of the Statler 
hotels at Cleveland and Detroit, and 
the keynote seemed to be this: ' We 
are in business to serve our guests. 
Without guests we cannot stay In busi- 
ness. 
It Is up to you as employes to 
hold old guests and attract new ones.' 


Suggests Stratler 
Rules. 


"To do this Mr. Stratler has suggest- 
ed rules to his employes, the most im- 
portant being that no employe of the 
hotel is allowed the privilege of argu- 
ing with a guest. 
In his hotel the em- 
ploye Is always dead wrong and the 
guest always right 


"The question Is, 'Will It pay?' 
It is 
against the laws of human nature to 
allow the other fellow to take advan- 
tage of us. 
If he is wrong your first 
impulse is to argue with him and con- 
vince him of the fact. 
If it costs you 
money It Is not a wise thing to do. 
You are in business to make money, 
not to satisfy yourself that you can 
beat your customer In an 
argument 
about complaints. 
You may be suc- 
cessful In this, but It doesn't bring 
home^the bacon. 
If you have plenty 
of money, own your building, taxes and 
Insurance are donated, 
your 
clerks 
work for nothing and your creditors 
will never want their money when they 
see that you win every argument in a 
service complaint." 


Take Part in Discussion.

Mr. Scheimann's Paper. 


Mr, Scheimann's paper on the "Tact- 
ful Handling of Ruffled Customers," 
was in part as follows: 


"There is an old saying—"What's the 
use of having friends if you don't use 
them.' 
That must have been t'he prin- 
ciple that actuated my fellow members 
of the program committee when they 
nailed \me for the paper on the subject 
I am to talk on today and they did 
this behind my back, after I thought I 
had helped to assign it to another mem- 
ber. You see how they imposed on my 
good nature and now all I can do Is to 
impose on yours. 


"I don't pretend that this is all or- 
iginal but I gathered from the Bible 
and a few other authorities what I 
thought would elucidate my text, which 
is 'Tactful Handling of Ruffled Custo- 
mers.' 


"In spite of all our endeavors and 
efficiency we still have the ruffled cus- 
tomer, however, the degree in which we 
have him depends to a great extent on 
the system ^nd policy that governs the" 
respective buaineM. 
^li; thia/caie :alap^ 


few dlssatisfled customers as possible, ! 
for it is not only more pleasant but it ' 
also pays. When, however, we do have 
a ruffled customer on our hands we 
should remember the words of Solomon 
—'A soft answer turneth away wrath,' 
but grievous words stir up anger. 'The 
tongue of the wise man useth knowl- 
edge aright.' 
That Is equally true In 
our day as it was thousands of years 
ago. 


Always Be Patient. 


"When a complaint is made 
have 
patience 
and 
forbearance. 
Let your 
customer state his case, show him you 
want to hear it and give him to un- 
derstand he is doing you a favor by 
telling it to you. 
Don't express doubt 
or give him the Impression you are too 
busy 
with 
more 
important 
things. 
Thank him for coming to you with his 
complaint. 
Try and put yourself In 
his place and treat him as you would 
like to be treated if you were In his 
shoes. 


"Talking about shoes it might not be 
inappropriate to tell you about how a 
good friend of mine, quite a success- 
ful merchant, who formerly conducted 
a grocery and genera;^ store Including 
boots and shoes, and as was customary 
with these 
Gterman 
grocery 
keepers 
they had a little barroom in the rear, 
I was told that when 
his 
country 
friends came in with their butter and 
eggs and applied them on a new pair 
of brogans, sometimes the purchaser 
would be a little critical and think the 
shoe did not flt exactly, then my friend 
Gus would say: 
'That shoe looks al- 
right to me; come over in the bar and 
have something.' 
Then he would take 
his beer or schnaps and then the shoe 
would fit first rate. 
There was one 
ruffled customer handled by an expert. 


"Believe In your house and all its 
works; and, no matter what happens, 
never leave a man who has been throw- 
ing the hooks Into you without duly 
impressing him with your belief—^your 
loyalty 
to 
your 
employer—your full 
faith in both their purpose and their 
ability to give him the best goods and 
the best service his money can buy. 


A Ticklish Situation. 


"Of course, if you can show the cus- 
tomer that he is dead wrong it is often 
your duty to do it. 
But if you can 
avoid It, don't do it. 
Such situations 
are mighty ticklish—they are loaded at 
both ends. 
And when your customer 
has a Just grievance, don't try to wrig- 
gle out of It. Don't get red in the face, 
raise your voice and saw the air with 
your forefinger. 
That isn't loyalty to 
your house; and It's one of the simplest 
ways in the world to lose a customer. 


"It's far better to trot out your most 
winsome smile, and say, 'Mister, I be- 
lieve we make fewer mistakes than any 
other concern in the civilized or un- 
civilized world, but you've got the goods 
on us now. 
It might not happen again 
in a million years, 
but it's 
happened 
this time. 
So I'm going to lie right 
down here on the floor and let you walk 
over me. 
Go f^nd put on your heaviest 
hob-nailed shoes and trample up and 
down on my prostrate form, I won't 
say a word; I'll promise to grin all the 
time, just as if I liked it.' 


"Now, when you talk that way to a 
kicker, all he can do is to shut up. 
He'll hem and haw, look sheepish and 
change the subject.

ANOTHER GRASS FIRE. 


HUGHES DEifES DAY 


TO TALKING TARIFF 


Assails Democrats For Fail- 
ure to Reduce the High 
Cost of Living. 


Hudson, N. Y., Nov. 3.—In bis speech 
here today Charles E. Hughes, made the 
tariff his chief theme and asaailed the 
democratic party for its failure to re- 
duce the high cost of living. 


"I think they were just as eloquent 
in promises four years ago as they are 
today," Hughes said. 


"As I look back to the statements 
that were made at that time I cannot 
see how any one could i a v e eaid an)'- 
thing more eloquently, more persuasively 
than was said at that time with respect 
to what was going to be,done for Amer- 
ican labor and American business. 
Y'ou 
would have thought at that time that 
the sun of promise had, just begun to 
shine upon a benighted world and that 
they were going to have an entirely nev 
condition in which labor would profit to 
the utmost and American business would 
get an extraordinary incentive. 


"They told us, for example, that there 
was the high cost of living. Well we all 
know 
that; 
we 
had 
very 
intimate 
knowledge of that fact; but what was 
still more to the point, they told "k 
that they , were going to reduce it a^d 
that if we would only put them in pow- 
er they would show us how the high 
cost of living was going to come down. 
Well, through a division in our ranic*, 
which I am glad to say has been happily 
healed, they had a chance to show what 
they could do with this high cost of 
living. 


"While thev did not reduce the high 
cost of living they were eminently suc- 
cessful in reducing the chance of mak- 
ing a living. 
They did not promise 
that; they promised quite the contrary 
They had a 
wonderful 
program; they 
were going to reduce the cost of living; 
they were going to provide for the ex- 
penses of the government through their 
tariff; they were going to increase the 
opoprtunities for 
business 
and 
they 
were going to have American enterprise 
everywehe take on new siz and speed 
and have opportunities for American la- 
bor multiplied. 


"Well they 
put 
their 
principle in 
force. They had not had a chance to do 
it for a great many years. 
They pro- 
ceeded to do it with very ^extraordinary 
results. 
In the first .place, they had a 
tariff for revenue only, but it was ji 
tariff that did not produce revenue. We 
had 
a 
great 
falling 
off 
in 
revenue 
through a tariff for revenue, while we 
had a great increase of imports and so 
in time of peace, which now they em- 
phasize, for getting the little wars v*e 
have had in Mexico, they had to pass 
what is called a war revenue bill to take 
care of the deiicit, which was the result 
of their fiscal policy. 
' "Then they said they .were going to 
have American enterprise take on a new 
size and speed and it did, a much re- 
duced size and a much slower speed. 
The opportunities of labor vanished or 
were greatly reduced and we had a very 
extraordinary 
condition in this 
coun- 
try.".

George M. Hafiner made 
the opening address, and presented the 
thought that the convention hall would 
grow to become a great municipal asset, 
the same as the municipal lighting plant 
and the waterworks. 


Referring to the Indianapolis incident. 
Mr. Werkman spoke of it as an Illustra- 
tion of the condition which confronts the 
Fort Wayne delegates from many other 
organizations.

OF CAMPAIGN TRAVE 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 3.—Charles E. 
Hughes will end his travels as a presi- 
dential candidate today. 
He left Al- 
bany at 8:15 a. m. for New York City 
spending the day campaigning down the 
Hudson river valley. 
Today's journey 
was the wind-up of four campaign trips 
which have carried him approximately 
28,000 miles through 33 states. 
He 
started August 5 from New York and 
has spent virtually two and one-half 
mouths on the road, not counting the 
three brief periods of rest that have 
punctuated his campaign. 
During his 
campaign he has visited the chief cities 
of every northern and New 
England 
state except Vermont, has been through 
the middle west four times and has ap- 
peared in every eastern and northwest- 
ern state. 


In addition Mr. Hughes has visited 
the four so-called border states of Mary- 
land, West Virginia, Kentucky and Mis- 
souri, and has spent one day in Tennes- 
see, at Nashville. 
The nominee has vis- 
ited his home in Washington, D. C., on- 
ly once since leaving it the day after 
his nomination and then only for two 
days to attend to 
personal 
business 
there. 


In mileage and extent of time tlie 
campaign has been one of the longest 
made in recent years by a republican 
nominee.

point, to San Diego, Cal., from Canada 
to within a few miles of the Mexican 
border.

Federal Forest Service is 
Forced to Keep Up a 
Steady Fight. 


Washington, Nov. 3.—Altjjough final 
figures are not yet available, reports 
received by the forest service indicate 
that the forest fire season in the West 
and North is practically at an end. 
At 
.the same time, say tlie officials, the fall 
fire season is just beginning on the na- 
tional forests in the Southern Appa- 
lachians. 


The difTerence in the occurrencc of t)ic 
fire seasons, it is explained, is caused 
by the difference in the character of the 
forests and of the climate in the two 
regions. 
In the North and West the for- 
ests are composed almost entirely of 
conjfers and are located at comparative- 
ly high altitudes or higii altitudes. The 
greatest fire danger in these regions, the 
foresters say, occurs during the late 
spring and summer months, when the 
rainfall is light. 
During the rest of the 
year, there is. as a rule, enough rain 
and snow to prevent fires from start- 
ing. 
On some of the forests in southern 
California, however, the fall rains are 
sometimes late in coming and the fire- 
fighting organization must often remain 
on duty luitil late in November. 


In the fcsouthern Appalachians, how- 
ever, the situation is practically revers- 
ed. 
The forest is largely composed of 
hardwoods and the heaviest rainfall oc- 
curs in the spring and summer and about 
two months in late winter. 
As a re- 
sult, there are two distinct fire seasons. 
The first of these occurs in tho fall, when 
there is usually 
little 
rain and the 
ground.is covered with the dry fallen 
leaves, which are very inflamable. 
The 
faU firè season lasts imtil about Decem- 
I her 15, when the winter rains" set in. 
I In the later winter months, the woods 
; dry out and in February or March the 
' spring season begins, and continues un- 
til the spring rains come or the trees 
and plants put out new. leaves and be- 
come too green to bum readily. 


A fire in the spring is much more dis- 
astrous than át any other time of the 
year, according to the foresters. 
The 
new-shoots on the trees are very tender 
and easily injured, and if a fire occtirs 
after the "sap starts," it usually kills 
all the young trees and -many of the 
older ones in the forest. 
While timber 
is always damaged by a fall fire, unless 
the fire is severe, many trees will put 
out new growth in the following spring. 


In the West, it is reported, snow has 
fallen in miuiy localities and the forest 
rangejrs are ntìw taking up other duties 
und aré enjoying a let-up in the arduous 
work of fire fighting. The rangers in 
thè East, on the other, hand, arp niak- 
itig their final plans for thè coming'sea- 
son-'and are starting their : patrol.

Paris, Oct. 19.—{Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—The protection 
from German shells enjoyed by convicts 
through «their own misdeeds, while the 
iaw-abiding men of France, able to bear 
iirms, are making such heavy sacrifices, 
has raised a discussion as to the pro- 
priété' of sending to the front of all 
able-bodied men now in prison, 


"Jail-bird slackers" is the name given 
to men sentenced in 1914 or previous to 
periods of confinement that have carried 
them over the first two years of the war. 
A law recently introduced in the cham- 
ber of deputies by Pierre Rameil and 
Andre ,Hesse contemplates the 'incorpor- 
ation of certain categories of these men. 
llie proposition was received with con- 
siderable satisfaction until a study of 
the question developed forcible objec- 
tions. ,A great many people held that it 
would be according too much honor to 
ciHow convicts to fight at the front 
alongside the gallant soldier of the re- 
public. 
Others held ,that the results 
would scarcely justify the experiment, 
wliile the number of recruits that could 
be obtained this way, estimated at the 
ministry of justice .between 3,000 and 
4,000, would furnish too small an effort 
to justify the risk. It would be neces- 
sary to provide an organization abso- 
lutely (Separate and distinct from any 
other arm of the service to prevent con- 
tact between convicts and the soldiers 
of the regular army. 


A great (many prisoners have begged 
for the privilege of a suspension of theii 
sentence to permit them to go to the 
front, and have thirs appealed 
witJi 
some,force to the sentiment of charit- 
ably minded people. 
There are preced- 
ents, however, showing that the men 
who have gone to the front to clear 
themselves of stains upon vtheir record 
have not in every case justified the ho])e 
that was entertained.

Washington, Nov. 2.—The bureau of 
naturalization of the United States de- 
partment of labor is sending out calls 
for mass meetings to be held throughout 
the country in everj^ city and 
town 
whose population includes the foreign 
born. 
The time for each mass meetnig 
is to be determined locally by the proper 
authorities when arrangements are com- 
pleted. 


The bureau of naturalization of the 
United States department of labor has 
during the past two and one-half years 
proposed four events great in adminis- 
trative governmental activities: 


The first was the securing of the co- 
operation of the public schools of the 
United States with the bureau in citizen- 
shi)) preparedness. 


Tiie second, the proposal to the City 
of Philadelphia to hold the citizenship 
reception at which the president spoke, 
on May 10, 1915. 


The third, the holding of a citizenship 
convention in Washington composed of 
delegates from the public schools work- 
ing in co-operation with that bui'eau for 
the elevation of the standard of Amer- 
ican citizenship. 


The fourth proposal from this pro- 
gressive governmental bureau is to call 
a mass meeting of citizens and pros- 
pective citizens, including the actual can- 
didates for citizenship and the non- 
candidates from the foreign-born resi- 
dents of each community in the United 
States. 
These mass meetings arfe, pri- 
marily, for the purpose of getting the 
candidates for citizenship into the night 
school classes maintained by the public 
schools, in co-operation with the bm-eaii 
of naturalization, for their benefit. 


^Vorking in close co-operation 
with 
the bureau of naturalization of the Uni- 
ted States department of labor, the pub- 
lic .scliool authorities 
of 
the 
United 
States have provided the means whereby 
the adult alien population may learn 
to speak, read and write the English 
language and obtain a knowledge oi 
American institutions and government. 
The results thus far have been most far 
reaching in their influence upon the pub- 
lic mind. 
The'necessity for these citi- 
zenship classes has been seen in every 
cily with a foreign community and dem- 
onstrated by their organization in every j 
state in the Union. 
The advantage to i 
the commimity is realized but the alien 
friend does not understand what they 
mean to him. 
Tt is to bring the benefits 
clearly to their minds that tlu'se mass 
nu'cting have been called by the natural- 
ization bureau.

SHIPWRECKED AT MELITA (Mtil$M)[

Paul was at Malta three months, 
from the last of NoTcmber to the last 
of February. A. D. 59. A bay on the 
north shore is still called S t Paul's 
bay. Much help on this lesson can be 
secured by reading Mr. James Smith's 
book on the "Voyage and Shipwreck of 
Bt. Paul," Sir William Ramsey's, "St. 
Paul, the Traveler," and "Everyday 
Men," by Robert Elliott Thompson. 


f. Paul safely ashore (27:88-44). As 
the day dawned the ship was lightened 
for a third time to enable them to ap- 
proach nearer to the shore. This time 
the main cargo of wheat was thrown 
out, heretofore having been saved as 
long as possible. The sailors were fa- 
miliar with Malta, but not with this 
part where the ship now lay. Discor- 
ering a small creek, they perceived a 
I certain boy with a beach upon which 
they might run the ship, and hold It 
without its going to pieces before they 
could land, 
it would have been Im- 
possible to escape if they ran upon the 
rocks in a heavy sea. 
The words 
"taken up anchor" (v. 40) Indicates 
that the sailors had cast them over" 
board, but attached to the ship. Now 
they cut the cables and permitted 
themselves not to be anchored but toi 
blow with the storm that they might 
land upon the beach. Approaching thef 
Inlet, where the waters of the bay 
met that of the sea, 'Vhere the two 
seas met," the vessel would not an- 
swer to Its helm. The ship probably 
drew about 18 feet of water, and the 
bottom stuck in the clinging mnd and 
clay, and the forepart began to break 
away from the rear, due to the vio- 
lence of the waves. Here Paul had hla 
most 
narrow 
escape (v. 42). 
Not 
alone was he on the point of 
losing 
his life by the sea, but the sword hnnf 
over his head, not that of a lawful ex- 
cutioner, but of a selfish murderer. 


Before it was danger from the sail- 
ors; now it Is the soldiers, but the 
centurion proved true, and all of the 
pflsoners were saved for Paul's sake. 
It would be InterestfnjT speculation as 
to how many of those saved realised 
that they were not for Paul's sake, but 
for the sake of his Savior, and how 
many of them were duly grateful. On 
this second stage of the journey, after 
having left Gaesarea with the larger 
ship, there were probably 276 persons, 
by God's guaranty was "there shall 
be no loss of any man's llfe^** and his 
¡word is sure. 


If. Paul's continued service (28:1- 


IC). 
This island Is today and has 
been since 1800 under British rule. It 
was then governed by the Romans. 
(1) Comfort (w. 1, 2). 
The term 
"barbarian" does not Indicate rudeness 
or uncivilized people, but merely those 
of non-Oreek birth. These people kiti- 
died a flre because of the cold and of 
the rain. They received 
everyone^ 
prisoners and soldiers like brothers, 
and, in the persons of Paul and Luke^ 
they certainly entertained angels una- 
wares. (Heb. 18:2). (2) Go-operatloa 
(v. 3): The fire would need continual 
replenishing. 
Again Paul's energy is 
conspicuous. Though the greatest of 
men then living, be was ready to do 
the humblest duty. Whether eounstf- 
Ing about a difBculty or comforting nn- 
der dangers, he was ready to rtfteve 
distress at all times, and thus held up 
the banner of the cross and proved his 
Christian spirit. 


As Paul gathered the roots and put 
them upon the flre there came out a 
viper, probably benumbed by the cold, 
which fastened itself upon his hand. 
There are now no venomous serpents 
In Malta, but this is no reason to be- 
i lieve that in the earlier days, when 
sparsely Inhabited, this common Eu- 
ropean serpent, .known as the viper, or 
possibly the Egyptian asp, may not 
have been here. 
It was natural for 
superstitious nations to expect that 
this was the vengeance of a god 
brought upon Paul because no doubt 
he was a murderer. Having escaped 
from the wreck, Paul could not escape 
from the sword of divine justice, and 
the goddess of justice. Nemesis, the 
avenger, suffered him not to live. 
With perfect composure, 
doubtless 
arising from God's promises that Ghrist 
had made to his servants (Ikfark 16: 
18; Luke 10:19), and also the promises 
that he should preach the gospel In 
Rome, Paul shook the viper from his 
wrist. They then changed their minds, 
thinking that he must be a god (se« 
Acta 14:8-19). 


^ o 
reference Is made to 
Paul's 
preaching, though, of course, that Is 
taken for granted. 


His words and defds went along 
with his preaching. 


They honored him with many hon- 
ors, and loaded them with such things 
as were necessary, such as clothing 
and provisions, not of necessity, but 
out of kindness and love. 


Service is one of the ways by whtch 
we can show to the world our life ct 
faith.

specialist for sick educational systems" 
is Uncle Sam's new title since the Uni- 
fied States 
bureau 
of 
education has 
¡started telling state school administra- 
jtions what is the matter with them? 
j 
The bureau, in conducting this work, 
acts on request of state authorities and 
;ten states, within the past two years, 
have obtained, free of charge, the ser- 
; vices of the best expats on school work 
iand several have remodeled their oduca- 


tional systems. 


The first investigation was undertak- 
en by Commissioner P. P. Claxton, in 
1914, on request of the state of Oregon. 


Iowa next called in the bureau to In- 
vestigate duplication of courses in sev- 
eral institutions. 
Washington asked tJie 
bureau to look into its state university. 
Wyoming asked 
the 
biu-eau 
to help 
write an entirely new school code. 


The Wyoming survey is typical of 
this now work. 
Commissioner Claxton 
assigned A. 9- Monahan, specialist in 
agricultural education and rural school 


adiuinistration, and Mrs. Katherine M. 
Cook, assistant in rural education, to 
conduct the survey. 


This committee made a thorough in- 
vestigation of grounds, buildings, water 
supply, etc., connected with the school 
property; the living conditions and sal- 
aries of teachers, made a personal study 
of instruction ofiFered in three counties: 
investigated the qualifications and work 
of county superintendents ; made a study 
of the financial support of the schools 
by state, county and local appropria- 
'tions, and collected srencral informatirn 


concerning high school and city school 
systems. 


The bureau's experts are entirely free 
to render impartial judgment in all ex- 
aminations, since they are in no way de- 
pendent upon the state for their salaries 
[or positions. 
Thus their recommenda- 
tions have a standing that they could 
not receive in any other way. 


Surveys are being made for Arizona, 
Colorado, Delaware and Arkansas. The 
' San Francisco school sj'stem is being 
¡studied by request of the city author- 
ities.

227,116 tons gross. The Octobsr rate 
destruction was considerably In exces 
of the monthly average throughout tl 
war period, and British shipping sus- 
tained losses nearly equal to those of 
August and September combined. 


Norway lost the largest number of 


ships, 56, according to the statistics, but 
their gross tonnage was only 67,333, as 
compared with Great Britain's total loss 
of 115,546 gross tonnage o[ 88 vessels 
destroyed. 


A table showing 
the total shipping 


losses since the war began estimates 
those of the entente allies at about 75 
per cent and those of neutrals at nearly 
38 per cent, with Teutonic losses less 
than 7 per cent.

Federal Forest Service is 


Forced to Keep Up a 


Steady Fight. 


Washington, Xov. 3.—Although linal 


figures arc not yet available, reports 
received by the forest service indicate 
that the forest fire season in the West 
and North is practically at an end. At 
the same time, say the officials, the fall 


re season is just beginning on the na- 
.onal forests in the Southern Appa- 
icluans. 


The difference in the occurrence of the 


re seasons, it is explained, is caused 
y the difference in the character of the 
oresls and of the climate in the two 
egiona. In the North and West the for- 
sts are composed almost entirely of 
onifers and are located at comparativc- 
y high altitudes or high altitudes. The 
greatest fire danger in these regions, the 
oreetcrs say, occurs during the late 
spring and summer months, when the. 
rainfall is light. 
During the rest of the 


year, there is, as a rule, enough rain 
and snow to prevent fires from start- 
ng. On some ot the forests in southern 
California, however, the fall rains are 
sometimes late in coming and the lire- 
ighting organization must often remain 
on duty until late in November. 


In the Southern Appalachians, how- 


ever, the situation is practically rcvers' 
ed. 
The forest is largely composed of 


hardwoods and the heaviest rainfall oc- 
curs in the spring and summer and about 
two months in late winter. 
As a- re- 


suit, there are two distinct fire seasons. 
The first of these occurs in the fall, when 
there is usually little rain and the 
ground is covered with the dry fallen 
leaves, which are very inllaniablc. The 


1 fall fire season lasts until about Decem- 


I ber ] 5, when the winter rains set in. 


I In the later winter months, the woods 
; dry out and in February or March the 
! spring season begins, and continues un- 


til the spring rains come or the trees 
and plants put out new leaves and be- 
come too jirwn (0 ij,irn readily. 
' 


A fire in the. spring is much moro dis- 


astrous than at nny other time of the 
year, according to the foresters.

able-bodied men now in prison. 


"Jail-bird slackers" is the name given 


to men sentenced in IU14 or previous to 
periods of coiilinement that have carried 
them over tlie first two years of the war.; 
A law recently introduced in the cham- 
ber of deputies by Pierre Ramcil and 
Andre ,Hi-sse contemplates the incorpor- 
ation of certain categories of these mc.'i. 
I'lic proposition was received willi con- 
siderable satisfaction until n study of 
Uiu question developed forciblu objec- 
tions. ,A great many people held that it 
would be according too much honor to 
allow convicts to light at, tlie front 
alongside tho gallant soldier of the re- 
public. 
Othorj held ,that the results 


would scarcely justify the experiment, 
while the number of recruits tliat could 
be obtained this way, estimated at the 
ministry of justice ,between 3,000 and 
4,000, would furnish too small a.n effort 
to justify the risk. It would be neces- 
sary to provide an organization abso- 
lutely (Separate and distinct from any 
other arm of the service to prevent con- 
.act between convicts and tlie soldiera 
of the regular army.

of February, A. D. 59. A bay on the 
north shore is still culled St Paul's 
bay.
